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have been painted by Wing and it (Frantisek Kupka's Mme Kupka 
Among Verticals, 1911, oil on canvas, The Museum of Modern Art, 
New York, Hillman Periodicals Fund) is very much like Genie's 

Six Elements Into One and Madame Kupka seems to be emprisoned 

in red and orange and blue and this is an iron maiden of paint 

and Genie has not emprisoned us but united us and in the Kupka 
painting it is not a question of the spectator's entering visually 
the represented space but of the represented image's leaving the 
represented space, Aesthetic reality is separate from empirical 
reality. Empirical reality is separate from aesthetic reality. 
And there is the Cézanne Bathers (cC. 1895-1900, oil on canvas,

of Gertrude Stein) and I wonder where this picture hung and it 
must have been on the Rue de Fleurus and the bathers are in the 
foreground and they are on display and this Matisse (View of 
Collioure, 1908, oil on canvas, Collection of Mr. and Mrs, Jacques 
Gilman, Mexico City, Former Collection of Gertrude Stein) was 

also on the Rue de Fleurus and the black trees are on the surface 
of the canvas like a grill and the spectator is invited to look 
through the grill but not to enter the picture space or if the 
spectator does enter the picture Space he must stop at the water 
which is blue-blue and the sky which is purple and a flesh colored 
building/penis penetrates the purple and a turquoise building has 
a sienna roof and an ochre building has a russet roof and here 

is another picture (Landscape, la Rue des Bois, 1908, oil on 
canvas, The Museum of Modern Art, New York, Gift of David Rocke- 
feller, Former Collection of Gertrude Stein) with grill-like trees 
on the surface and this is Picasso and they are brown here and 
these trees and this spatial system keep the spectator where he 
is and the three-dimensional spatial system of the Renaissance 

is vestigial here and the spectator falls back on himself and 

that blue/green tree at the end of the street is shaped like a 
trefoil and these three pictures from the collection of Gertrude 
Stein are a summary of the whole show and it is good that they 
have been hung together and water lilies and Monet and there is
